WAR ZONE C, South Vietnam 


(AP) — They were in Charlie 
Company, ready to assault a 
landing zone 300 yards from 
Cambodia — their small part in 
Junction City, the largest opera- 
tion of the war. 


Everyone in the battalion, 1st 


of the 2nd Infantry, a 1st Divi- 
sion outfit, said Charlie was a 
good company. That's why it 
was to be first in the landing 
zone. 


On the strip at Minh Thanh, 55 


helicopters were ready to lift 
the battalion, called the "Ram- 
rodders," because one of its ser- 
geants 
supposedly 
held off a 


platoon with a cannon ramrod 
at Vera Cruz. 


The 
company commander, 


Capt. Gilbert H. Wichert, Be- 
llevue, Neb., was quiet. His men 
said he was okay. Wichert, 34, 
worked his way from private to 
master sergeant in nine months 
with a rifle platoon in Korea. 


The helicopter blades began 


to turn. 


"I hope this is as easy as the 


iron triangle," said one of the 
seven in the helicopter. 


"I just hope the Viet Cong 


knows I'm married. And I love 
my wife," said another. The 
landing zone was the trickiest of 
the six 1st Division controlled 
assaults of the day: small clear- 
ing, trees up close, nice ma- 
chine-gun positions for the ene- 
my. Everyone knew this. 


"My mom used to spank me 


for crossing the street," one 
infantryman 
recalled 
as 
the 


chopper moved forward, scrap- 
ing its skids a few seconds be- 
fore soaring upward. 


"I've been on five of these 


assaults and this is my last. In 
two months I'm going back to 
the artillery. I'm going to take 
my pride and hide," he said. 


A couple of sniper 
rounds 


bounced off the helicopter with- 
out result. "Did you hear that? 
They're 
shooting at us," the 


medic said. 


Time to go in. The chopper's 


altimeter needles 
started re- 


volving quickly to the left. 


The chopper gunners began 


firing. 
Tracers 
danced. "Hot 


LZ," came the yell; the warning 
that it would be a tough landing 
zone. 


Out of the chopper they came 


like flushed quail, everyone fir- 
ing their M16's on automatic. 
Lots of noise, then silence as the 
choppers left. 


Everyone moved into the tree- 


line. It was not a hot LZ after 
all. 
Everyone was okay. The 


dust cleared and 450 men began 
looking over the LZ, an island in 
the Viet Cong sea of war zone C.

Court Asked 
to Uphold 
Press Freedom 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Associated Press has asked the 
Supreme Court to uphold the 
freedom of news media to re- 
port activities of participants in 
public events and overturn a 
$300,000 libel judgment to form- 
er Maj. Gen. Edwin A. Walker. 


The AP's account of Walker's 


activities during riots at the 
University of Mississippi at Ox- 
ford in 1962 was true, the AP 
said. 


Walker "became the central 


figure 
to whom the 
rioters 


looked for leadership," the AP's 
attorney, former U.S. Ally. Gen. 
William 
P. Rogers, told the 


court at Thursday's hearing. 


Walker's attorney, Clyde J. 


Watts of Oklahoma City, de- 
scribed as untrue AP reports 
that Walker had "assumed com- 
mand of the crowd" on the cam- 
pus and "led a charge of stu- 
dents 
against 
federal mar- 


shals." 


Walker went to Oxford "solely 


to protest the use of military 
force," 
Watts said. He said 


, Walker "tried to quiet the stu- 


dents down." 


The "effect" of AP's argu- 


ment "is that the press may tell 
a lie," Watts said. 


The rioting the night of Sept. 


30, 1962 was occasioned by ad- 
mission of Negro James Mered- 
ith into the university. 


Federal marshals had been 


sent to the campus to see that 
an order by the U.S. Circuit 
Court in New Orleans that Mer- 
edith be admitted was carried 
out. Military troops were at the 
scene. 


The $500,000 judgment won by 


Walker against the AP in a Tex- 
as state court is one of 15 ac- 
tions instituted by him against 
the AP and various newspapers. 
He is seeking damages totaling 
$33.25 million. 


The Supreme Court also heard 


arguments Thursday on an ap- 
peal by the Curtis Publishing 
Co. from a $460,000 award to 
Wallace Butts, former athletic 
director at the University of 
Georgia. 


This case was based on a 


March 23, 1963 article in The 
Saturday Evening Post report- 
ing Butts had outlined Georgia 
plays to Alabama coach Paul 
(Bear) Bryant eight days before 
the 1962 Georgia-Alabama foot- 
ball game,

A—OiitpouchJngs in the co- 


lon (diverticula) are common 
in persons who are over 40, 
and do not cause any trouble 
unless they become inflamed 
idiverticulitis). Persons with 
this disease should avoid en- 
emas, laxatives and all irri- 
tating or highly spiced focds

The term "single suit play" 


applies when you must co'n- 
centrate on one suit only. 
Your correct single suit play 
depends on the exact cards 
you hold and on the number 
of tricks in the suit you need. 


South looked over dummy 


carefully and decided that he 
had very httle chance to get 
more than four tricks out of 
spades, hearts and diamonds. 
'1 herefore it was up to him to 
try for five tricks in the club 
suit. 


He won the first spade in 


his own hand and led a club 
toward dummy. West played 
the six and South played dum- 
my's ten. When this held and 
both opponents followed to 
the ace, South had his five 
club tricks. 


This play would not have 


been the best way to go after 
five club tricks if South had 
held the ten of clubs. In that 
case the normal play of ace- 
king-queen would have been 
correct. The reason the play 
was correct in this case is be- 
cause South gets no value out 
of the ten of clubs in dummy 
unless he takes that first- 
round finesse. The play of the 
ace-king-queen produces five 
tricks only if clubs break 3-3. 
They break this way only 35.5 
per cent of the time. The ten 
spot 
finesse 
produces five 


tricks any time West starts 
with Jx; Jxx 
or Jxxx in 


clubs. This happens 42 per 
cent of the time and a 42 
per cent chance is a good deal 
better than a 35.5 per cent 
chance. 


Suppose that South needs 


only four club tricks 
How 


sho'uld he play'' He should 
play exactly the same way. He 
can't win four tricks against 
five or six to the jack in the 
East hand. The first round 
finesse guards against five or 
six to the jack in the West 
hand and only costs that 
fourth trick against a single- 
ton jack held by East.

THE TRADITIONAL method of gathering the tree's fluid 
is to insert a spout in the tree, as shown above right, and 
then hang a bucket on it such as pictured top left. The 
harvester then periodically gathers the syrup as the 
farmer, top right, is doing. A new method involves a 
plastic sack container attached to a special frame that is 
tapped into the tree. Either way, the juice finds its way 
to the sugarhouse at right, for boiling and evaporating 
into sweet syrup. It takes about 35 gallons of sap to 
make a gallon of maple syrup.

N. Vietnam 
Shelled for 
First Time

SAIGON (AP) - 
U.S. head- 


quarters announced today that 
American 
forces have begun 


shelling 
North 
Vietnam with 


long- range artillery based In 
South-Vietnam for the first time 
in the war. 


An American military spokes- 


man said U.S artillerymen fired 
into the demilitarized zone and 
north of It with 175mm guns, the 
biggest in Vietnam, which have 
a range of 20 miles. 


The announcement came as 


about 45,000 American troops 
pushed 
behind 
tanks through 


jungles of the Communists' war 
Zone C, 70 miles northwest of 
Saigon, In the biggest offensive 
of the war. But they failed to 
find Communist units of any 
size. 


U.S. troops reported killing 19 


Viet Cong so far in the new Op- 
eration Junction City, and the 
Communists responded with at 
least two mortar shelllngs of 
American positions. U.S. head- 
quarters said American casual- 
ties were light so far. 


Though contact with the ene- 


my troops was light, more than 
a half dozen tanks and other 
tracked

tracks. Five U.S. Army helicop- 
ters were shot down by enemy 
ground fire, but U.S. spokesman 
said all five were lifted from the 
battle area and casualties to- 
taled three wounded.
